The House Foreign .Anairs Committee reported a 


resolution to-day caUIn;; upon tbe President for 
•whatever niformation 1m has relative to tne im- 
prisonment of iiaiuraUzoil American- citizens iiy 
Great Britain. The resolution is In substance tne 
same as iliac iutroducod by S. S. Cox early in the 
session, the only difference being that it is one purely 
of inquiry ^ud leaves out the question of sympathy 
with tiie Fenians entirely. It was reported by 
Governor Swann, of Maryland, a jnembcr of the 
committee, who made a short speech wherein 
he eulogized 
the 
Irish 
in 
this .conntry as 


"the pioneers 
of 
progress." 
He 
denounced 


tho conduct 
of 
Great Britain 
towards Ire- 


laud as oppressive, and expressed the opinion 
that under tue same circumstances any part or the 
Anglo-Saxon race would revolt. Governor Swacn 
is not iu favor of intcrferius in the affairs of otncr 
nations, but he thinKs tlie government of tne United 
Slates should extend protection lo its citizens in mi 
countries. Mr. Willara, a new member from Ver- 
mont, who also belongs to the Foreign Atlairs Com- 
mittee, denounced me Fenians as nnscnief makers 
and violators of the United States neutrality laws. 
Ee thought thair object was to involve the United 
States in n war with Great Britain, and that taey de- 
served tne censure rather thac me sympathy or 
the American people. S. S. Cos, of XeiV York, took 
the sams view of the case as Governor Swann. lie 
understood that tho President had some lata infor- 
mation on tnis subject which ought to be given, to 
tae people, and he wanted the resolution'adopted. 
Wnile in Europe he had seen something of tho treat- 
ment of these prisoners, and he could testify to the 
cruelty of the British government, while the resolu- 
tion was under debate the jaorniwr hour expired 
and it went over.

It wns expected tnat [toe merits of the House Cen- 


sus bill would be dlscusaea in the Senate to-day, but 
JMr. Conkitng, chairman ol the Senate committee, 
courteously waived its consideration untlUo-morrow 
lo enable Mr. Howe, of Wisconsin, to get off a speech 
on another subject. It seems to be admitted that tlie 
ilonse Census bill will not bear close inspection and 
must be rejected by tltc Senate, a result leaving the 
Census law of 1850 In full force. Under these circum- 
stances it is presumed that no one Who has acttvolr 
participated in efforts for the abrogation of the law 
of i860 would consent to superintend its execution. 
Tne premature nomination of the President of Su- 
perintendent or census waa referred to the Senate 
•committee having charge or the House' bill, from 
whom a report ou the subject la anticipated with 
Interest. 


Indian Deputmont Commissioner. 


The President has appointed John D. Lane, of Vas- 


salborough, Me., to be one of the ten commissioners of 
me Indian Department appointed under the act ap- 
proved April 10, 1869, making the appropriation for 
tne expenses of the Indian Department. 
The Hill Abolishing th« Vranklng Privilege. 
An effort was made by Senator Ramsey to-aay to 


get up the bill abolishing the franking privilege, but 
It. iras not successful. Senators say they arc deter- 
mined to pass the bill, Just to spite the House, The 


members of the latter body are urging Senators to 
vote asaiast it, and say that it passed tho Honeo 
"simply as n popular measure. It would M>ern that 
tlio outside pressure for tne passage of the bill has 
been«reatly exaggerated, all the petitions received 
not containing over CO,000 signatures.

EQUALITY1 OF PEKSONS BEFORE THE LAW. 


Mr. TKUHBUI.!., (rep.) of 111., from the Comimtr.se 


on the Judiciary, reported, mm amendments. Mr. 
Stewart's bill to secure to all persons the equal pro- 
tection of the laws. Ihe bill, as amended, is as fol- 
lows:— 


Be it enacted, Ac., That all pernons within the jurisdiction 


of tliu United States (Indians, cot ta^ed, accepted) shall hare 
the bami right In evtiy State; and Territory in the United 
States, to mate and enforce contracts, to Mis uaitie*. 
give evidence and take full and equal benetit til all laws and 
proceedings for the security ot' person and property, as in 
enjoyed by white citizens, and fiLal! be subject KJ like p«n- 
iahnicuts, pain.*, penalties, tasei,, licenses and axaciiona of 
every kind, and none other, any Uw, iiUtnte, ordinance, 
regulation or custom to the contrary notmthstRndmg. No 
tar or charge shall be imposed or enforced by any'St^te 
upon any pereou crnigratinK thereto. 


SI.UTION" 2. Tnat any per.-.oa who. under color of an?l&M-. 


statute, ordinance, regulation or custom, ahull subject or 
caune to be subjected any inhabitant of any State or Terri- 
tory to the deprivation of any rlgSt secured or protected by

to the treatment of American citizens in the prisons 
of Great Britain for political offences, made a report 
closing witli the following resolution:— 


Resolved, That the President ot the United States commu- 
nicate to this House, if not incompatible with the nubile 
Interest, any information which may have come to his Know- 
ledge concerning American citizens, whether native or nat- 
ur&tized. who may bsxt this timo confined ia too jails or 
prisons of ilreat liriuin tor political offence*, anil any factg 
in relation lo the treatment of such pruouera which tuAnay 
fedl at liberty to communicate. 


The report states tnat while expressina.ao opinion 


on the troth or falsity of tho statements brought to • 
the notice of the committee, the commute* deems 
n. its duty to express cordial sympathy la the sub- 
ject of the resolution so far aa to co-operate in tne 
endeavor to procure tne fullest Information on the 
facts involved, not only as a fluty of Christian 
charity, nut of obligation to adopted citizens. 
The government should require, whenever occasion 
arises, as a measure of international right as well 
as of justice, that no American citizen, whether 
native or naturalized, ahall be objected to in any 
country or by any people without prompt aud amplo 
reparation. 


Mr, Cox, (dora.) of N. Y., who bad offered tha 


origin*! rcsolutiun, also addressed the House. He 
aaKed no hurried or Indignant or imlecorons action; 
ouiy tte representation by tola gftTerumfnt in tbe 


Bplrlt ol comity and Iu tlio interest of civilization 
and humanity. , 


Mr. WILMRD spoke on the opposite side of tlio 


question, declaring that any identifying the govern- 
ment witli tho i'euiau organization was wuwise and 
untimely, and below tno dignity of the Ilonse. Ue 
could understand why a gentleman representing 
auch a coustiiucucy as .Mr. cox should express sym- 
pathy with his constituents, but be could not under- 
stand why the representatives of the American 
people, tbe representatives of American interests, 
tne. representatives of a nation that Holds to the 
strict and Impartial enforcement of neutrality witn 
other nations, should express any sympathy witli 
such an organization as had led to tue fact, if there 
was such ulact, that United Stated citizens were 
now immured in British prisons. 


The morning hour expired and the further con- 


sideration of the subject went over until the next 
morning hour.

Only tho Dinrio has anything Hfce a con- 
nected statement. It claims to have had a corres- 
pondent with puello's force, not connected with it.

We came upon an'tutreucliineat which I 
judged to be *-!50 metres long and perfectly con- 
structed- lichmd this over 2,000 insnreenis awaited us 
witu one niece of artillery, with wnich they flred live 
suuts — three AVith grape and two sliolls — vrhiclt, with 
a concentrated lire of musketry, vuxed 
(niorfjjicn.roit) 


us for a Ions time. Ve did uot hesitate to auacK 
ttie cuireucluneut, which we took and burned and 
encamped at taat Blace. Ou the lollowlng day we 
returned to a larm called Arroyo lloiidu, where we 
stopped fine™ days to snccor onr wounded, arraog- 
ms sirctchers, searching for horses and uutil we 
found 
five 
carts which were hidden in the 


woods 
and which 
aided 
us 
to recommence 


our march. 
While at the farm vre obtained 


some Knowledge of the losses pf our enemies from 
an official paper or theirs we took, which p!ai-ea it 
at, S50, and which seems small to me, judging from 
the number of grape shoe, grenades and balls we 
fired at them. I have seen the ground tlie? ie;t, and 
nearly one-half a Kilometre of ^he road upon, winch 
tliev retired Is so discolored witn blood that the 
original hue of the soil cannot be ascertained. 
Olonel Acuilar attached in iront with His half 
brigade (cavalry), and Colonel Suauces on the right 
nank; at which fierce attacK the reoels disbanded, 
leaving on the ground a lew dead, a small number 
Of arms and the rammers or the cannon. 


We have sulfered mnny hardships, and for many 
days eaten mcut without salt auil having but few 
vegetables, as they were vary scarce. Ail tne officers 
and soldiers uavu shown themselves prodiiral of 
their generous blood and have manifested that abne- 
gation so proper iu those who wear the honorable 
uniform or the Spanish army. 


Froui the original it is evident this correspondence 


is not given in full, but only such parts of it as suit 
the editor.

The nirair of the intrenchm ent and tne subsequent 


withdrawal of the Spaniards ia explained by an

The campaign under the Dominican, Genera! Ta- 


eilo, inaugurated with so great a flourish of trum- 
pets and proclamations, and which, was to restore tne 
Camaguey to obedlea ce to the Spanish government, 
has come to a disastrous conclusion, and the forces 
o! that officer whlctt remain have returned here 
broken and dispirited after suffering a terrible defeat 
from an enemy they affected so mnch to despise. 
The column arrived at Baga, on the opposite shle of 
the bay, on tne 22d and on the 23d reached here. It 
is hard to conceive so great a change In men in so 
short a time. They had gone out well armed, 
clothed and equipped; they retnm weary, covered 
with nlth and presenting such, an air as is only seen 
ia the defeated soldier. The severely wounded were 
brought across the bay in launches, twelve of thesa 
being filled wltn them,.wUUe many others but 
slightly injured accompanied tue column ny land. 


As stated m my letter ofthat -tlate, the column of 


General Puello left here on tne 25th Of December, 
moving in the direction of Goalmaro. It numbered 
from 2,503 to S.OOO.men of all arms, and was accom- 
panied oy twenty-five mounted cavalry volunteera 
from Puerto Principe, thoroughly acquainted wlift 
the conntry, to act aa guide*. From the day of their 
setting ont to their return the farces were under aa 
almost incessant fire, a greater portion of tne time 
unseen, ana which, tor this reason bad a very de- 
moralizing effect on the men. On the later January 
as say the Spaniards, when between Palo Quemado 
and Gustimaro) they came upon a fortified position 
or the insurgents, strong by nature and strengthened 
bj all the resources or military art.

"La Keyna," a, brave and capable ort)cer; Colonel 
Marln, of the artillery, anif an oiflcer of German 
birth, wnose name J did not learn. The Spaniards 
say they took the place, bnt on the following day 
"fell naek" to Arroyo Hondo, whore taey remained 
fifteen days, restinc. taking care of the wounded 
and otherwise recruiting from the effects of the 
light. Thence the retrograde march commenced, 
necessarily the slowest, as the wounded Had1 to ba 
carried with the column, whlcn was fired npoa at 
every step. Positions for the nigntnad td be selected 
and partially Intrenched, with, much time and labor, 
whicn accounts lor uie length of time taken up by 
the return. 


The loss among the officers in killed and wounded 


was very great. 
Of the seventeen, in the regi- 


ment "La Bcyna" but tbreo escaped unhurt; tha 
reg'tment '-Chiclaao" iost two; tue marine regiment 
two,, and the cavalry one Killed and one wounded. 
Those are reported, bat there is Known to be inorp, 
the entire number being estimated as Uiga oi thirty- 
six. Both officers and soldiers are eloquent over the 
hardships which, they endured and which were, no 
doubt, very great. They were -without salt for their 
beef, and much of the time wtihont.vosetables.

He responded that He had entered 
this war for the liberty and independence of hia 
country with a full knowledge of its risks, and that 
having been captured he was willing to suffer, ilis 
conduct excited reluctant admiration from his ene- 
mies who snot nim. The family of Figuerdo, re- 
cently captured In the Eastern Department, is com- 
posed ol hia wife and siater-ia-law, both, daughters 
of Lucas Castillo, the first with three children and 
the other with one. He himself aad left the house 
but a short time oefore. A few arms and packages 
of gold ounces were ronnd in the house. 


There is nothing to show an Improved condition 


of affairs in the Cinco Villas. Tne usual number of 
encounters are reported, showing the usual pres- 
ence and activity of the insurgents. The frnparciaZ, 
of Trinidad, of the 22d, has tue account: ol a fight 
on the coffee estate "Vega Grande." ia which the. 
combined columns of Colonels Olio and Laquidaur 
took part.

Although by the decree of the Eeeent abolish-

had been caused by starvation. The bodies of the 
two younger children were found under tne shelter 
ot the shelving rock, while that of the oldest was 
/ouiici about, ten leer- dssiant The bodies were also 
slignfly injured by the crows. 


Tfle bodies were carefully carried to the homes of 


the parents, and were during the day visited by hun- 
dreds of neighbors, all of whom recognized In the 
corpses before them the three lost children whose 
disappearance has caused such an excitement. 


It is now quite evident that all suspicions against 


tne parents of murder were without foundation, 
while at the sams time it is somewhat strange that, 
after thedilligent searches made for the children 
aud tiie large rewards offered ior their recovery, 
they should be found within a distance of two miles 
iram tneir honje.

Reconstruction 
at 
Albany—Onr 
Propose 


Netr City Charter. 


The reconstruction of our city governmen 


as proposed in the bill reported to the Stai 
Assembly yoslerday by Mr. 1'rear is a matte 
which we hold to be of such commanding im 
portance to the people of this island tbat we 
publisii the bill in Ml for their information 
We presume that it is substantially the new 
city government agreed upon by the chiefs o 
Tammany. 
It corresponds with the hints 


thrown out by both Governor Hoffman ant 
Mayor Hall, each ia his late annual message. 
It is evidently framed upon the ruling idea o 
Prime Minister Sweeny—"let us not tear down 
faster thaa wo build up ag;ain." The scheme 
is that foreshadowed by Mayor Hall. 
It 


makes the Mayor the responsible head of our 
city administration, and the Board of Alder- 
men the municipal senaie for ihe confirmation 
o( his appointments, removals and suspen- 
sions. 


The bill provides for thirteen city depart- 


ments, the.managing boards of which are to 
be subject to the Mayor and Aldermen. Be- 
yond the heads of these several departments 
tbero are to be no material changes in the per- 
sonnel or working machinery of any of them. 
The Street Department and the Croton Depart- 
ment are to be merged into one, to be called 
the Department of Public Works. The Park 
Commissioners are continued in office during 
their present term. There aro to bs five Com- 
missioners of the Police Department, and the 
City Judge and Recorder are to be two of 
them. The policemen are not to be disturbed, 
except for cause. 
The Fire Department will 


be under three commissioners, but the present 
efficient firemen and the steam engines and 
horses will be retained. 
The old volunteer 


infantry system will not be restored. 


Nor will the excise be absolutely abolished. 


There will still be an excise board of three 
commissioners; aad the license fee to liquor 
sellers will range from thirty to a hundred 
dollars. Liquor shops and saloons will not be 
allowed to keep open later than one hour pabt 
midnight, nor must they be open again before 
four in. the morning. This arrangement allows 
a reasonable margin day and night to the 
thirsty citizen and the enterprising retailer. 
But liquor shops must be kept closed all day 
Sunday and on election days, though the harm- 
less beverage known as lager beer may be sold 
at all times in gardens not less than a quarter 
of a mile from atfy place of public worship; 
while at the same time, bo it remembered, 
reasonab;<j,mgress and egress shall be allowed 
to those liquor shops in which the liquor sellers 
have their domiciles. 


Sow, this concession to the churches in re- 


gard to the laser beer gardens is something 
for which, our church-going people ought to be 
grateful, because the sacrilegious vocal music 
of a beer garden a quarter of a mile off will not 
disturb any church worship eicept on extraor- 
dinary occasions. Nor will tho lager beer peo- 
ple have any right to complain Of this compro- 
mise, because where a beer garden, is within a 
quarter of a mile of a place of worship the 
irivrJen, or the church, can be removed a littls 
Jurlher off, yon know. The worshippers of the 
jolly King Gambrinus will have reason espe- 
cially (o bo thankful for this—that under the 
new charier tlicy will no longer be compelled 
to travel to Jersey on Sunday to enjoy their 
la^rr and their music, and tho same may be 
ea.d of \rLiifako_v. Verily, the millennium of the 
democracy is at hand, and we are on the ver,;e 
of a revolution in our social affairs as great as 
that which in England followed tho return of 
King Chariie after the oppressive rigors of tha 
"Praise-God-Bareboues" Puritans. 


Nor arc these good things coming to be 


limited to this new city charter. We are to 
have a new election law, for instance, under 
which the bothersome farce of registration will 
be dispensed with, and half the canvassers and 
inspectors will be elected by ihe people and 
half by the Board of Supervisors, and all will 
be democratic. This plan will put an end to 
election disputes and make everything run 
smoothly. The republicans, with their State 
commissions over ihe city, have held for a 
long time the whiphand over this metropolis, 
and still our Corporation rings, corruptions 
and spoliations have gone on from bad to 
Worse, and still our democratic city majorities 
have increased. Now give the democrats a 
fair trial and let us see how they will come 
out. 
They may fail; but they may, perhaps, 


delight and astonish our taxpayers and law 
and order people with their retrenchments and 
reforms. At all events they are in a fair way 
to outdo the radicals of Congress in their 
work of reconstruction, aad such is the spirit 
of the age. 


MEXICAN NEWS.—The news from Mexico is 


of the most gloomy character. The revolu- 
tionary party is daily receiving accessions to 
its ranks. Able generals are joining the 
rebels. Among the latest of those who have 
espoused the insurrectionary cause the names 
of Daville, Macias, Zarequi and Espinosa ap- 
pear. The present state of affairs is critical. 
Notwithstanding Mr. Seward's late consolatory 
speeches of Mexican prosperity, peace and 
quietness, the day is fast arriving when in the 
interests of humanity and civilization the 
United States will have to step across the bor- 
der and establish peace and order where now 
exist strife, confusion and anarchy. 


THE STOPPAGE OP NEWSPAPERS.—A cable 


despatch which we publish, this morning states 
that while American letters have been received 
up to the 19th American newspapers have not 
been received later- than the Hth of January. 
This may mean that the change which has taken 
place in the international postal system, and 
which notoriously works badly, has made 
trouble. It may also mean that the Emperor 
and M. Ollivier dread the honest expression 
of America sentiment on the 
Bonaparte 


tragedy. We can Bee caution. But in our 
opinion fear or caution, or what you will,, has 
spoiled the Emperor's pie.

THE ENGLISH TELKGBAPH SYSTEM.—A de- 


spatch from London states that the English 
Treasury Department has paid £736,000 ster- 
ling for the telegraph cable connecting Eng- 
land with Germany. England has already un- 
der government control all the land lines in 
the United Kingdom, and finding the system a 
success has wisely concluded to extend it to 
the exterior lines communicating with the Con- 
tinent. While she is thus spreading the bene- 
fits of tho postal telegraph system wo stand 
balling undecided on the threshold.

Nothing in the history of Christian cities— 


tlic worst capitals ia the worst ages of the 
past—can equal or approach, the dreadful 
prevalence of crime in this metropolitan sham- 
ble. Scarcely a day passes without its friglit- 
ftil story. 
Our city news is just now only 


spared chronicling two more murders, similar 
in character to the Townsend butchery, by the 
failure of the murderous aim in both cases. 
Already in the one month of this year we 
have chronicled a murder or attempted mur- 
der for every day in the month, and not one 
of these crimes but seems inspired by a spirit 
offiendish savagery equal to the worst act 
men or devils could conceive. It is not only 
that the pistol and the knife are on all hands 
the ready arbiters of every difference, but it 
is almost as if some general madness to kill 
had taken possession of certain classes, and 
as if this frenzy rioted in the certainty that 
tue indulgence of its impulses was absolutely 
safe- 
The worst feature Of all these crimes is 


the readiness with which violators of the law 
push minor offences to the enormity of mur- 
der. Here is an old man in Hudson street 
who refuses to harbor a rogue that comes into 
his house, and this refusal invites. a death- 
blow. 
He keeps "his «ye so -closely. on 


the Intruder iato 
his little shop that

he 
went 
to 
commit. 
Ordinarily 
we 


might suppose 
a thief thus foiled woulc 


go away and ply his craft elsewhere. But 
no; he stays and murders where he cannol 
steal. To him there is no difference between 
these crimes. 
He would as soon commit one 


as the other. He is equally ready to extend 
his hand to take a watch or take a lite. He 
would as lief strike as bandy words, and 
recks not at the thought that the hand that 
itrikes Ts armed with what wEl make it unne- 
cessary to repeat the blow. He has a temper 
so desperate and savage as not to be appalled 
by any consequence of what he may do. The 
men who shot at the plumbsr in his doorway 
the other night seat the bullet intended to 
murder him as their answer to some speech .of 
bis. In ajrecent murder in a rumshop, never 
yet investigated, the fatal bullet was a retort 
in a discussion. 
It is so through the cata- 


logue ; and this readiness to kill is so noto- 
rious that citizens hesitate to interfere with 
lawlessness or violence of any sort, for a word 
may cripple a man for life, and an affray is 
esrtain death. 


It appears to us that the first cause of the 


outburst of crime here is in iho vindictive, vio- 
lent, desperate character of the ruffians of this 
city, and their readiness to assort and perform 
their own outrageous purposes, not only in 
defiance of all law and order, but with abso- 
lute disregard, to the extremity of the steps 
they may take and the consequences that may 
ensue. But what is-it that has within a few 
years thus given the reins to the fury of these 
murdering wretches? It is their conscious- 
ness of immunity; their discovery of ihe enor- 
mous power that they wield in our corrupt 
political system, in virtue of which power it is 
impossible to punish them; the repeated con- 
nivance in their escape of all the authorities, 
from the policeman in the street to "the 
Judge on tlfe bench; the state of the law, 
the state- of Che administration of jiisiice 
.n this city, and the state of the public 
inind witli regard' to 
the death penalty. 


Scarcely less guilty than the murderers thctn- 
lelves are the so-culled philanthropists who 
lave unsettled the public mind with regard to 
he propriety of capital punishment. These 
unatic teachers of free love, who havs broken 
down the morality of society in their assaults 
on the institution of marriage, have also 
>roken down the great barrier of safety to 
mman life in undermining the only penalty 
,'iat appalls the thought of the murderer. 
Yithout 
the 
weakening 
effect that the 


doctrines 
of these persons have had on 


the public mind it would never have been 
ossiblc for Judges to so scout justice and for 


all the authorities to so connive at the escape 
if murderers as they have done. Then consider 
he direct effect of those lessons on the mur- 
derers. "Hanging for murder is played out," 
herefore murder on—never stint your will; 
ieep the tools plying till "the heart shall be 
merely a strop for the knife." For murder 
here is at worst an imprisonment of a few 
years. For theft there is also an imprisonment 


if a few years. Now, the criminal classes dis- 
tinguish between crimes only by the results to 
hemselves—the penalty ; therefore, they read 
his—the same punishment the same crime, 
lence the butcher Bream believes that for 
what he did in Hudson street lie will have a 
ew years ia prison, just the same as he might 


T he had stolen the. contents of the old gro- 
er's till. He is ready for that, but he "does 
not want to die." 


But though the state of the public mind on 


his topic has rendered it possible for corrupt 
udges to trifle with the safety of society with- 
ut danger to themselves, yet nothing excuses, 
.othing can in the least degree palliate, the 
leiuous offences that have been committed 
lere in shielding murderers by the very 
aachinsry contrived for the administration 


if justice. Our city is corrupt and rotten 
with the guilt of this .offence. "Tho Judge's 
rmine is dabbled ia the blood of the citizen, 
nd he holds his place, not to protect society, 
mt to protect its foes. Our municipal func- 
ionaries are chosen in great part from the 
uffianly classes of society, and the power they 
wield in office is used to protect their asso- 
iates and intimates in the perpetration, of out- 
age. It is for this reason that open, bloody, 
lagrant murder has been committed in this 
,ity within a few months and the murderer 
lismissed without any inquiry whatever into 
the offence. 
It is for this reason that one can 


jount on his fingers twenty murders for one 
execution. The instincts and sympathy of 
he men entrusted 
with 
the 
safety of 


ociety aro with the dealers in outrage and 
violence—the potent fountains of political 
lower, who can commit no crime in their 
lours of frenzy that they may not condone on 
lection day. 
The authorities and the crimi- 


nal classes stand ia the relation of confede- 
rates, and while one doea violence the other 


bstructs punishment to favor escape. Is not 
his the plain history of all the recent notori- 
us murders and murder trials? What .other 
nterpretation can be put upon the history we 
cive elsewhere of the way in which a criminal 
was brought from one of the country counties 
m the writ of a city judge ? And whore is tiie 
cmaay for all this ? l» it in the forthcoming 


democratic reconstruction of the metropolis, 
which boldly promises the whole spoil of the 
city as the prize of that spirit of violence and 
corruption that is tho source of all our trouble?

I'a-ohriblc 
Channel 
Race 
Between 


Cambria and Sappho. 


By a cable telegram in another column it 


will be seen that there is some probability of 
» race between trie yachts Sappho and Cam- 
bria, though not one of the races proposed by 
Mr. Douglas in his recent letter to Mr. Ash- 
bury. Mr. Ashbury, in answer to that letter, 
now declines the direct challenge it contained, 
and furthermore withdraws his own previous 
proposition to race the Sappho unconditionally, 
requiring time allowance for the difference in 
the size of the vessels, as ascertained by 
New York measurement. With, this ooadition 
he ia willing to match his vessel for the seve- 
ral Channel races hitherto discussed or to sail 
three races on a new course. This course is 
triangular, around two lighthouses and a point 
at sea. The Nab light is just off tho Isle of 
Wight, aud Ower's light is fifteen miles away, 
on the Sussex ceast. The course proposed is 
to start from the Nab light, «ail 
to 


a&d around Oder's, light, thenoe to and 
around a boat twenty miles from 
land^ 


ana back to the Nab light. Such » course is 
evidently one that offers great advantages to 
an English boat, from the fact thai it lies quite 
within the influence of the land breezes and 
currents with which, of course, they are 
thoroughly familiar, while yachtmen from this 
sids are not. 
This one advantage for a boat 


that is at home in those waters would more 
than neutralize any advantage the Sappho 
might nave in her size; yet wo see that Sir. 
Ashbury requires tho start that time allowance 
may give him. 
Aa the size is to be found 


by the equitable system of measuring used 
here, this will not be very great; yet we can- 
not but observe that the owner of the Cam- 
bria, for a man who thought "Americans 
would not make a race where they were not 
sure to win," has a remarkably keen eye to 
all the little points. Should this race take 
place it will be a very interesting trial of two 
fine boats in waters in which Englishmen do 
not doubt they are our superiors. It appears 
that Mr. Douglas' defiance to all England for 
an ocean race is still without au answer. 


The Cuban Victory at Guainmro. 


We publish in another column of the HEEALD 


full particulars of the recent great battle 
between the Cubans and the Spaniards near 
G-uaimaro. The mail accounts corroborate 
the telegrams already published announcing 
tho complete victory of the patriots over their 
opponents. General Puello, who cornmandcc 
the Spanish army, anticipated nothing like the 
ill luck which was in store for him. He left 
Nuevitas on the 25th of December full of groat 
expectations. He went out to bring tho rebel- 
lious Cubans to subjection. His promises 
were loud and boastfal; but five days later he 
realized that his boastings amounted1 to 
nothing. AU along the road he met a deter- 
mined enemy. Every inch of ground was 
contested, and when at last he encountered 
the patriots in force, between Palo Quemado 
and Guahnaro, he found 
that

What 


has been the result ? A most disastrous de- 
feat, in which he lost hundreds of men, some of 
his best officers killed, and he himself wound- 
ed. 
Yet General Puello might have fared 


worse. Had it uot been for the treachery of a 
negro his whole force would have been annihi- 
lated. This battle may be justly considered as 
the most important of the war. It was a fair 
test of the bravery and fighting qualities of the 
Cubans. They were led by General Jordan, a 
capable and experienced commander. 
Op- 


posed to them was- a force about 
equal 


in numbers, 
better equipped, and com- 


manded by an intelligent but rather vain 
leader. In tha test to which the Cubans have 
been subjected they have co-aie out with honor- 
able distinction. They have met ihe enemy in 
a fight of his own seeking and driven him back 
to the shelter of that seaboard city from which 
he so vauntingly issued as the old year was 
drawing to a close. It augurs well for the 
Cubans that they inaugurated tho new year 
successfully. Let them follow up the advan- 
tages they have won. General Goyeneche, 
who left Puerto Principe to go to the support 
of Puello, is now reported missing. Perhaps 
the fate of Puello is in store for him also. 


THE FEMAX PBISONEKS IN ESGLAMX—The 


House consumed considerable time yesterday 
in discussing a resolution directing an inquiry 
into the condition of naturalized American 
citizens held as Fenian prisoners in Great 
Britain. 
The debate upon it became general, 


and was only stopped by the expiration of the 
morning hour. 


THE LEGISLATURE AND CONSBESS.—In the 


Assembly yesterday resolutions were adopted 


ring the abolition of the franking privilege 


and the reduction of the pay of Congressmen. 
Both resolutions are good in the abstract; but 
the passage of them conveys the idea that our 
democratic Legislature is anxious to run the 
national machine. If they will wait till 1872, 
and conduct themselves right in the mean- 
time, they may have a better chance.

The Tariff Bill In Congress. 


Talk alwit untying the Gordian knot, find- 


ing out the Chinese puzzle or solving the most 
difficult problem, why tho new Tariff bill bo- 
fore Congress is more difficult to comprehend 
than any of them. It is the most complicated 
piece of legislation ever worked up. 
Remark- 


able as tariff bills have been generally for 
their intricacy, this beats all previous ones. 
It will give plenty of work to the lawyers, 
courts, revenue officers and the Treasury De- 
partment, and will require a little-army of 
officials to carry it out. 
It is not surprising 


that the bill meets with a good deal of oppo- 
sition in the House, and that a formidable 
lobby is engaged to doctor and push it through, 
for it exhibits no statesmanship and is both 
crude and cunningly devised to protect ceriain 
classes and interests. 
While it appears to 


favor the masses of the people by reducing 
the duty on tea, coffee, sugar and other arti- 
cles of general consumption, the reduction is 
only just sufficient to benefit the merchants 
and traders without reaching the consumer. 
We question if the people will derive any 
advantage or see any change in the price 
of these articles worth speaking about. 
At the 


same time there is no reduction in the duty on 
coaVan artieis-of the^rstaecessHs-j -and -trie 
changes in duty onirOn of different classes mak( 
the tariff more burdensome on this article. 
In fact, the tariff has been made more with a 
view to protect the caal, iroa and otner inte- 
rests than to benefit the people or to improve 
the revenue. We might notice many other 
articles to show tho same ingenious contri 
vance to protect the manufacturer and particu- 
lar interests while holding a false hops o 
lightening the burdens of the people; but i 
would fill a volume to analyze the bill ant 
show all its inconsistencies. Our whole tarif 
system is wrong, and it h absurd to attemp 
the doctoring pltn proposed by Mr. Schenck 
Better let the tariff remain as it is till th 
demands of the Treasury will permit of n 
general reduction aud a thorough revision 
Then the bulk of the revenue should be 
raised from a few articles of luxury, such, fo: 
example, as spirits, tobacco and other things 
that are not necessary, that are rather inju 
i-ions, and. yet that enter into general con- 
sumption. 
This would simplify the tariff 


reduce very much the coat of collection, ant 
would enable the government to take the dutj 
off articles of prime necessity. 
This tinker- 


ing the tariff shows that we have no slate»mei 
at Washington capable of handling the eubjeci 
and that the protectionists control the legisla- 
tion of Congress for their own benefit.

Reconstruction must have done its work 


very thoroughly if it is true, as reported, that 
woman's rights meetings have been held in 
Richmond. 
Before the war the "isms" ol 


Yankecdom were considered abominations o! 
the first magnitude.

with Wendell Phillips, Lloyd Garr'son, Hel- 
per's book, abolition and other terrible (Mngs, 
and deemed seditious and apt to provoke a 
bloody insurrection. If a woman had made a 
speech or proposed to organize a club she 
would have been put on the level of a Yankee 
schoolmarm, and if KOIB,; long-haired philoso- 
pher had suggested woman suffrage no doubl 
the less thoughtful 
chivalry would have 


booted him out of his place, and the fair ladies 
themselves would have laughed at him. 
Ideas, seated as these were, are hard to 
eradicate. It is easy enough to reconstruct 
the South as far as spreading republican senti- 
ments, giving the negro a vote and preventing 
the killing of Northern men ars concerned, for 
there is something tangible in all these. But 
this opposition to isina is deep rooted and can 
only be erad'cated by a revolution of ideas—a 
gradual revolution probably, but only the 
more sure for its slowness. 
And this is the 


revolution that we expect this innovation of 
the strong minded-women in Virginia will 
inaugurate. It is a more effective blow for the 
infusion of Yankee sentimeat ia the South 
than McClellau's famous advances. It ia ihe 
cry of "On to Richmond" put in the right 
place. It will blow up more old fo.;y Ricii- 
monds than a thousand of Ben Butler's powder 
boats or Burnside's mines. And as the strong 
minded women have entered the wedge and 
the indefatigable Miss Susan is engmerring 
the work, we venture to predict that they will 
reconstruct Richmond more thoroughly oa 
some points than the two amendments and the 
Virginia admission bill put together. We may 
in time have General Leo arguing on the sub-

Consumed—Loss S5i(0,000. 


A fire, Involving a very heavy loss, consumed a 


sugar refinery and other property of value in Kose 
street, near Frankfort, yesterday morning, the par- 
ticulars of whicn were given, to some extent, in the 
HEKALD of yesterday. Evidences of a flre witbin 
tae sugar house of Ockershausen Brothers, at Nos. 
19, 21 and 2S Rose street, were discovered by the 
police of the Second precinct by one o'clock, at 
which hour the flames were issuing from the rear 
windows. The firemen were speedily on the spot.

Tbe GoferniaeDC and Education of Children. 


Tlie sixteenth regular meeting of the New York 


Liberal Club was held last eight at then- rooms, No. 
23 Third avenue, there being a pretty mil attendance 
of the members. The feature of the evenlne was the 
reading of a paner by Mr. W. L. Ormsby, Jr., on '-The 
government and education of children." The paper 
contained an argument in favor of the most perfect 
.Iberty being accorded to children and an applica- 
tion ol individual sovereignty and enlightened self- 
interest. In reviewing the various relations of 
parent and ch'Ja, it endeavored to show that all 
authority on the part of the parent should be 
restricted 
as much as possible within the 


bounds of reason. 
Particularly in the educa- 


tion 
of 
children, 
their separate 
individual 
tastes, dispositions and capacities should be con- 
sulted, thus avoiding any futile attempts to force 
children to become tnat which their natural capaci- 
ties forbid. In short, the main idea of Ute paper 
was, that in tne mental, moral and physical educa- 
tion of children, if they were allowed to exercise 
their powers of taste as they were developed, 
ther 
would 
be 
more 
llKeiy 
to

they were capable of. 
lluch of the misery of tie worsing classes the

BBEDY THE BLACKSMITH AGAET. 


Another Affray in Florence's SalooH^Iteddy 


Serionslr Hart—Ilia Forehead Cut Open 
With a Battle. 
About nine o'clock last evening another disgrace- 


ful affray occurred in Florence's saloon, corner of 
Houston street and Broadway, which resulted la 
William Varley, 
Better known as "Keddy

cannot aurvivo. considerable difficulty was eipg. 
rieucea w gaining any information ts to tne circum- 
stances leaning to the anray, {torn the. fact tna* tat 
persons present in the saloon maintained unnsnsl 
reticence botft as to the "muss" and to IBS Wrties 
wiio were concerned therein. AS near as can be as- 
<!erfain«d the particulars may be briefly stated af

frleiids, It an eafiy nourTn the evening entered tn« 
above mentioned saloon, and commenced drink- 
ing rather ireely. Reddy became cons.derablr 
intoxicated and while in that condition insulted 
some other person in the saloon, who, it appears, at 
once proceeded to resent it. Snatching the nearest 
object in reach, which happened to oe a heavy glaa* 
water bottle, tee insulted party struck Varley oa the 
forehead a heavy blow, which broke tiie biittla. 
Beddy seized the broken vessel, ana its sharp edge* 
cutting his bands very seriously, ho lelt tlie bottle u» 
his assailant's hands. Before the parties were sepa- 
rated Keddy received one or two other olows upon 
the face. 


AS soon as it uras ascertained mat Reddy bad sus- 
tained senous Injuries tae1 police of the Eighth pre- 
cinct were notified ana a stretcher was sent from 
the station noose to remove turn limner. T&ein- 
juredjnan. presented,a most frightful appearance. . 
Ills left band Is very mncn laceraied, the ligament* 
and blood vessels being severed^ and his foreneat 
appears to be almost battered m. A surgeon iras at 
once sent for and the wounds dressed as far aa 
practicable. Reday nimself, while ue Jay npoa tha 
stretcher, appeared to be very much intoxicated, 
and was unable or unwilling to give any Informa- 
tion as to tbe occurrence. Some little discussion 
arose as to whetaer he should be conveyed to tha 
residence or his wife in wiliiamsbtirg or to Beucvus 
Hospital, but by atlv.co of tha surgeon he was ra- 
moved to the latter place. 


Since tbe above was written it has' been, ascer- 
tained that tde party who struck William Varley was 
James Hageerty, of Philadelphia notoriety. Alter 
Haegerty nad hit and injured Reddy with the 
decanter ms friends tookhim Irom the saloon and toy 
this means the assailant escaped arrest. At midnight 
I>r. Donor was still dressing the injured man's 
wounds, and it was about one o'clocs this morning 
beiore he was removed to Bellevue HospltaL RettdjF 
seemed to be entirely unconscious at that hour, 
wuetuer from the effects of liquor or from the loss 
of biood it is impossible to say. 
A large crowd remained around the Eighth pre- 
cinct station house till \ arley'3 removal, and nnt 
little sympathy was exhibited lor nirn. More than- 
ona person la the assemulage expressed a fedr that 
the man migh« alter ail survive and recover iroia 
hia Injuries.

Conclusion of the Coroner's Inqnest—A Con- 


tractor Censured. 


The investigation by Coroner Whitehill and a j'ury 


as to tde cause of the falling of the tenement build- 
ings in Division avenue, Williamsbnrg, on the ISifc 
ult., by which Joseph Bobner lost bis life, was- 
brought to a conclusion last night after a patient ami 
thorough Hearing. 


The following testimony additional to that previ- 


ously pnbnsned in the HKKALD was taken:— 


William S. Taft, sworn, deposed—I arn a theoreti- 


cal and practical mechanic; I examined the rums ot 
tne fallen buildings in Division avenne with Sir. Man- 
nerlng; we found that one of the division walls 
went down, and the beams with it; also fonnd thafe 
the easterly gable wall -was split, but mere was 
enough of it left standing to support the beams; mr 
opinion is that there was not mechanical skill or 
proper material used m the construction of tua, 
loundatiou walls. 
Aaron B. Cannon recalled—The buildings were 
thirty-four feet in heigbt at the hcighest point; 1 am. 
positive they were not *over thirty-live leet; wheo. 
ihe foundations were constructed Ihe weather Svas 
the severest of the season; I tuink 1 was compelled 
to sto» the workmen in consequence of the cold- 
J- Prior Rorkc, sworn, deposed—I amSupeiln- 
tendent of Buildings In the Western Distrust; have 
no authority over tne erection of buildings m the 
Eastern District; 1 understand tlut there is a law- 
existing provinu for the superintending of bulld- 
iuea here, but t.1e last Legislature abolished tne 
uiilce of lire warden, aud no oalciuls have yet been, 
appointed In their stead; in the Western District 
me law requires that all trout and rear walls shall 
be at least twelve mches in thickness; I understand 
tuat it is intended by the present Legislature to 
extend tne authority 01 my department over tha 
entire city. 
Tue Coroner here Informed the jury that he had no 
more witnesses, and submitted to them all t!ie testi- 
mony taken. The jury then retired; and alter an. 
hour's deliberation agreed upon the following ver- 
dict.— 


VERDICT OF TKfc JTOY.

dla»ely.'' 


FATAL BOILER EXPLOSION. 


Destruction of a Steam Mill. 


[From the Tltusvllle (Pa.) Herald, Jan. 31.] 


On Saturday last, a few minutes before nine, 
A.H., the larae boiler in the mill of Hr. William 
Rav, in Eldred township, Warren county, soma 
three and a balf miles south of Garland, exploded 
with a terrible report. 
There were four men at 
work in the mill at the time, and one of them, tuo 
engineer, Mr. Albert Yanslyke, was so badly scaldsa 
that he died from the enects about six hours theie- 
alter. He was about twenty-one years of aae, ana 
resided near Cherry Hill, Erie couuty. lie was a 
yonng man of great promise, and leaves a Urge 
circle of friends to mourn his loss. The mill was 
entirely demolished, nothing but the bare frame 
remaining standing; and strauge to s.iy no ona elss 
was severely injured, although surrounded by fall- 
lug boards and timbers.

syrlug, and or me discovery of tlie guilty parties 
and recovery ol part 0[ the stolen, property:— 


It will lie recollected Dy our readers that in March, 


IStiu, CbaMes Kewtoii, of liorner, was robbed of 
United tallies bonds and other securities to the 
amount or Sli,fcuu- 6oon after the robbery He caused 
the arrest of (Jeor^e 15. Warner, who bad been in his 
employ as a lured man, but on an examination before 
a uni-'tetratc Warner was discharged for want of suffi- 
cient, proof. Shortlj after Mr. .Newton found among 
ins papers a list ol tiie numbers of the stolen bonds, 
wiiich he sent to tne Treasury Department at Wa=h- 
iUKton, with a request mat if tue bonds uere re- 
turned lor reileinfiiion, notice might be yiven to 
him. In a month or two :sr. jNewion received notice 
Irom the department tliat one of the bonds, of the 
denomination 01 $l,0!M, had been presented lor re- 
demption uy a well Kiiowa banting house m Kew 
YorK c;tv. Mr. jsewion called upon the firm aud 
learned "that the bond had been received from a 
broker in Albany, on inquiry of the Albany broker 
Mr. .Newton obtained a full ileBcriDtiou ol the party 
of whom me Dona iia-J Been purchased, who gave Ins 
niiuio as .!. 11. Kutouey, of Ituaea. 
Subsequent 
investigations convinced llr. Newton that this 
was au asjumnfl name, and that the real name cf 
the partv selling tne buna was Allred W. Lust, of 
Newark, "\Vayiie county, 1C this State, Who haa been 
employed by George &. Warner and his brother, Wil- 
liam li. Warner, to sell the siolen bonds. 
At tue last Jiiinary circuit in this couaiy Mr. New- 
ton procured a warrant against Ueorge Warner ana 
Alfred Lust for graud larceny. Sherirf Brown pro- 
ceeded 10 Long Islaad, where Warner then re- 
sided, and arrested aud brought bun to. this 
village where lie was • lodged in jail. 
Deputy 
Sheriff J. T. Barnes proceeded with a bencu 
warrant to Newark, wnere he round and arrested 
Lusk, and ne was likewise lodaed in the Cprt- 
iauj jail. Mr. lAisk is a gentleman in appearance, 
and cas hiinerto sustained a fair character. As soon 
as lie was arrested he expressed a desire to make a 
lull diselosme of what he Knew concerning ihe rob- 
bery, aud accordingly made a full statement to ihs 
prosecuting oulcers of the affair. His account of the 
auiluuicnt is ti:is:—The oonds were taKea iromilr. 
Newton's huuse one evening in March by George 
Warner while sir. Sewton and hia wife were on a 
visit in a neighbor's. Early tne next morning War- 
iier sent Ins w;ie with the bonds to the house of his 
brother, WiliiamE. Warner, in Hevvark. On Her arri- 
val there the bouds were delivered by uerto Willlaia, 
who men h.id aa interview with Lusk, ending in an 
arrangement by which LUSK was to sell the bonds, 
tue proceeds oi -which wers to be divided equally 
between himself and the two Warners. In a day or 
two alter L,ust went to Rochester ana disposed or 
o"e bond of >500 without difficulty. He returned 
to .Newars, and, nossessmg himseli of about S7,0ju 
of tne bonds, he weut to Rochester and to liud'alo, 
where he disposed of these, receiving in each, in- 
stance pavuient in currency. lie next tooK the 
balance, except £2,500, and proceeded to Albany 
uua made a sale there, with the same suceess as be- 
fore. From tae sale of the bonds he realized over 
$14,000, which was divided between tne turee as 
bdu uedii agieed upon, -aho bonus not disposed of 
lie buried ;u the esrtu near ms house in a glass bo tile. 
Ou learning these ao.atiiou.ai facts Mr. Newton, 
procured the arrest ol William K. Warner and tue 
wile ol George Warner, on the charge of receiving 
stolen property. A writ of habeas corpus v/iis sued 
out in tne ca.se or \Viliiani XVarner, w'tio was taken 
before Judge suilch, unt after an examination ne 
was held to await me action of the Grand Jury. Aa 
examination was had before Justice1 Hunter in the 
case ol Mrs. Warner, and after a lull hearing she 
was also held lor trial. 
Mr. Nentou, after hearing the disclosure made by 
Luat, immediately proceeded to Newark and re- 
covered his remaining bonds—Having found them 
in the exact location pointed out by husk. We also 
understand that Mr. Newton will probably recover 
a i»jrtiaii or ihe money received iroia the sales of 
the stolen, bonds.

She testitled that oa tiie 29Ui of AuRust, 1S67, Cole 
made one of I:is accustomed visits tu me uousc. aad 
in tlie absence of Her husband; lie asked lor me 
bond; she declined to give it to aim; he told Her ir 
she aid not lie would intorm Her husband of 
ivliat had transpired between tliem. She tnen went 
to tue pliice wuere tte bond was kept, toot it Irani 
thence and laid it on a oox. from wliicii cole took it. 
He tnen told her to leave lue drawer In which tlie 
bond had bean Kent open and tumble ike contents, 
for the puriiose of giving the Impression that the 
house Lad beea entered and the bond stolen in that 
way. She CM so. Having progressed tutu lar in 
her testimony, tlie witness was aelzed with, convul- 
sions and continued in i hat state during tlie day, 
thus affording no opportunity lor a cross-examina- 
tion. 
The Court decided that tne caae must go on, and 
tlie delenJaut'a counsel declined to introduce any 
testimony, or make any argument in behalf or his 
client, tlios virtually penmtimst a verdict to be 
catered by default, liy reason or this rulina of the 
judge the case was appealed, me judgment reversed 
ana a new trial ordered. Iji the meantime Cole was 
in prison. Oa Saturday his lather and an ancle 
came, and upon consulting with Messrs. Myers & 
Adams the mutter was submitted to tnem, and on 
tneir moljfbn a writ of habeas eurpns was allowed by 
Judge HURhitt, requiring the prison autnorlties to 
nrodace Cole before mm. 'Ihe order was promptly 
complied with, and the opln.on and ruling ol tao 
appellate court bein? introduced m evidence tlie 
prisoner was discharged under $1,800 oail, to appear 
at tne next court of Sessions lor Jeffsrson county.
